THE HOT BREATH OF THE DESERT 1S 
SOW FELT 
The Imperial Road, soon to become one 
of the great arteries of northern Africa, 


now enters a forest of endars, through 


whose dark avenues and swaying boughs 


there is disclosed, like a sudden apparition, 
the long and glittering array of the highest 
peaks of the Atlas, stromg in a line upon 


the hormen. Ten thousand feet below 


those stil] uncondquered heights, and uscen 
from this belvedere, the Moulouya iver 
likes its way to sea, to old Spanish presi- 
dios of 450 years ago. This is one of the 
great inspiring views of Morecen, 

The half-finished road on which T am 
traveling now drops swiftly past the for- 
tress of Itzer to the Moulouya, whose pas- 
sigre no. traveler familiar with this land 
can make without emotion, foritis oneot 
the great dividing places of its history, 

Here now ts a region utterly unlike that 

we have traversed from the Atlantic; a 
desiccated, waterless land, through which 
the river, replentshed in simmer by the 
Atins snows, flows, a stranger. 
_ The geography of this valley is written 
for the eve to see, in the steppes throuph 
which the river has burrewed its way, in- 
vide in places, to its present level, Frotn 
its banks steep pyramids anc tables rise, 
whose nokedoess reveais the long story of 
a dying and denuded work); and though 
Grand Athis ahead of us is still a bar- 
rier, T feel alrendly the hot breath amd 
thirsty mouth of the desert,

vincible might of Rome, 
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Bat weoate mot yet across the Grand 
Atlas, His hivhest peak confronts os, o 


mighty barrier ; and mone may travel or the 


new road ta Tafilalet, that ancient mysteri- 
otis ancl forbidden region of cases, with- 
out military sanction. 

Yet 15 it an old road, frequented through 


the ages and at the hazard of their lives, 


hy caravans laden one way with the dates 
and Maordceo leather of Tafilalet, the gold 
dust and ostrich plumes of Tirlnictoo ; the 


eather with corn and oil and the necessaries 


and marvels of the West. | 

All the early ronmnce of trade and bar- 
ter is here, and many men have died for it, 
Armies and great princes have yome this 
way to conquest; while trom the hongry 
south, the Puritans of Islarn have come 
up like locust: in their flight, ta purge the 
luxuri¢ws cities of their wealth, to sete at 
the points of their swords all that desert 
hearts can covet, and, themselves te perish 
at last of the faults they sect out to reeleem. 

We are arrived here at an epochal me- 
ment, wher the great tide is flowing from 
west to cust, escorted by the trimapets snl 
bittalions, the machine guns and the arr- 
planes of France.

EXOTIC CASTLES RISE ALONG THE DAA 


The Glioni lordship extends over a vast 
area that here follows the streams that de- 
soe! from Athos to Sahara, charwine their 
Hames contimlly, ttl they merge at last 
in the Oran, whose fate it is to perish be- 
fore it teaches the salt waters of the sea. 

It is along the miuttiple coiree of this 
Tiver and its affivents, that men who away 
fran it woukl perish and die, live at case 
it thelr rich omses; multiplying their chil- 
dren, their flocks and their herds; and 
building for themselves the strange exotic 
castles and kastias that are to be found 
toly in this regien of Morocen, 

These Babylonian mansions that eortain 
in then 1 know not what reminiscence wf 
Beypt and the Equator, are built of river 
bowlders and hammered earth and lime. 
Long concealed behind the Atias, they are 
now coming to be known beyond its limits ; 
lint few travelers are vet petinitte:d ter lowe 
upon them, the country in which they are 
secreted being still regarded as “unsate.” 

At Ouarzazat, where another scion of 
the Glaowl fami 

whole series of ye aleng both banks of 
that desert stream. still ice-cold from the 
Atlas snows (see page 31). 

It is impossible here forme to deseribe 
their fantasies ; to relate their human story ; 
ot ta convey the convictinn that overtakes 
me when tl am there, af havme fallen upon 
a strange ancl other world: African, vio- 
fent, ani Lurbaric, yet of a singular refine:

These 
people are nomads at- heart; power is tratt- 
sitory, and a few years of neglect ‘suffice 
to bring ewen the loftiest and the most em- 
battled of these towers down to the carth 
from which they were taken. Nor as the

Buta lew years agro the last of the erent 
sultans of Morocew passed by here, worn 
with the stress of his life and the toils of

The Sultan was teceived into the castle 
of his vassal at Telotpet, anil the fortunes of 
the Glaoui were made. [tis a story that is 
ert of the clrimaof Moorish history ariel i

The ‘rans-Asiatic Expedition Sets New Records for 
Wheeled Transport in Scaling Passes 
of the Himalayas

In the October, 1031, issue of the Nation at Geocnartite Macazine. Dr. Wil- 
liams described the experiences of the Citroén-Haardt Expedition from Beyrouth 
Hirongh Syria, Jreg, Persia, and Afghanistan to Srinagar, capital of Kashintir—a 
distance of 3.445 miles. The journcy from Srmagur to Kashgar, in Sinisang (Cin 
nese Turkestan), described in the following pages, presented greater tardslips aatd 
perils than any other portion of the scientific Ex pedition's route. The resourceful 
Jeader of the party, M. Gearges-Marie Haardt, succeeded in piloting too of his tractor 
niotor cars over mon-blocked passes anid across trails which had been obliterated by 
avoliniches to regions never before reached on wheels.

Halfway between Astor and Dashkin a 
tmud-Alow bad burst from the cliffs on the 
opposite hank, raising the water level, cov- 
ering several himedred yards of the trail, 
and eating away the hillside to the west, 
so that only a-sheer wall of earth remained, 
At one place ponies had to be unloaded 
hefore they could pass, and the trail con- 
tinued over the debris of a former land- 
stile. This time the cars were definitely 
stapped (see page 330). 

While ML Haardt and Perracet explored 
the route, Dr. Jourdan and I climbed to 
Ramah, a green paradise, from which there 
are fine views of Nanga Parbat.

At Beyik we were met hy Jacovletf, Sivel, 
and our caravan of fne-lookme camels and 
purnies from Kashgar.

Mast strongholds of the Middle Ages 
were un rivers and, what is. more, bar mest 
of their existence the towns expected you 
ly river antl bolt accordingly. ‘The one 
way they never dreamed of your arriving 
waeinatrainof cars. ‘They knew nothing 
of railroads for hundreds of years, and 
when an invention si out of keepmye wrth 
the medieval world cid lay tts tracks im thie 
threction of oll towns, worally they were 
kept ata commi\ercial distance, 

There is, of course, for every old town, 
the railrond station, built about 1870, of 
red or velliavish brick or gray stone, fune- 
real and sonty. Across the cobbled street 
isthe Gasthaus zum Bahnhof or the Hotel 
ile la Gare, a5 sooty and finereal, too often, 
a3 the station. 

You look down Haupt Strasse, 1870 -to 
1890, glare at a factory chimney or two, 
atid ash winrself why yon bothered to get 
olf at this particular town anyway. But 
keep on in the direction of the river—an 
old publed house on a comer, in the next 
block three gabled houses with mellow 
carved wotulwork, the Rathaus, or City 
Hall'—all your heart could desire!
